The fire was first discovered midships 
on the starboard side ina pile of sacks 
of seed surrounded by tiers of cotton 
bales.

Parnell defies his political 
opponents and appeals ‘to the people 
of Ireland to sustain him inethe stand 
he has taken. 

Painell’s supporters complain that 
after the Nationalist meeting on Wed- 
nesday that cable dispatches giving a 
misleading summary of the proceed- 
ings were sent privately to the Irish 
delegates in America. They assert 
that intrigues are on foot in the Jobby 
of the Heuse of Commons to draw 
away Dillon, O’Brien and otber dele- 
gates from the support of Parnell. 

The anti-Parnell members of the 


and assert that private telegrams from 
Ireland show the priests and most of 
the people support them. They claim 
that if Dillon and O’Brien throw in 
their lot with Sexton and Healy’s 
forces against Parnell, as they are ex- 
pected to do, the tide against Parnell 
will be irresistible.

A PROSPEROUS SECTION. 


The People of Honey Lake Valley 
Up and Doing On the Reciama- 
tion Question. 

Very few people in this section have 
any conception of the work that has 
been done in Honey Lake Valley this 
summer towards a general reclamation 
of the arid lands in that vicinity. 
Fully $750,090 have been spent iu the 
good work, and the coming summer 
will see 50,C90 acres of dry land sup- 
plied with an abundance of water for 
all purposes. Our neighbors of the 
north have gone about the work of 
reclaiming a mch country with a vim 
that speaks well for their business 
sagacity. The Honey Lake Reservoir 
Company, composed of San Francisco 
capitalists, have ¢) men.and 149 head 
of horses at work to-day on reservoirs 
and ditches. Then there is a Sacra- 


mento company headed by Controller 
H. C. Dunne, E. M. Lezkett, general 
foreman of the C. P. shops at Sacra- 
mento, and others have invested about 
$109,C90 on the west side of Madaline 
Plains, about 60 miles north of Susan- 
ville. In nearly every conceivable 
place where there is a chance to store 
water a company has Leen organized 
and are at work building reservoirs. 
It is the purpose of the several com- 
panies to get the land and water tc- 
gether and prepare the land for 
settlers, then invite immigration, and 
it is expected that fully 1,090 families 
will move into the northern country 
this coming year. Baron Von Schill- 
ingis operating in Long Valley and 
intends settling that section with 
German families. He is figuring on 
building a reservoir near J. M. Stein- 
berger’s ranch and catching the floods 
from Long Valley creek and a little 
creek that comes in from the moun- 
tains back of Steinberger’s residence 
to fill it, and reclaim a large number 
of acres betw-en that pointand George 
Greeno’s of now worthless land. The 
people of the north have managed to 
attract capital to their s-ction and are 
deserving the full measvre of success. 
The N.-C.-O. has done much to- 
wards bringing this condition of things 
about, and ere deserving of much 
credit. The company do not do much 
talking, but they are at work all the 
time, and during the next two years 
will revolut-énize that whole northern 
country and inspire it with new life. 
If they bring 1,0C) families into the 
country and put them on land where 
they can make a good living where 
sething would grow before, they are 
doing good work in building up a sec- 
tion of our sister commonwealth that 
should entitle them to a front rank in 
the march of progress.
